1. THE CONFERENCE ON INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
COOPERATION HELD ITS FINAL MEETING IN PARIS, AT 
MINISTERIAL LEVEL, FROM MAY 30 TO JUNE 2, 1977. 

REPRESENTATIVES OF THE FOLLOWING 27 MEMBERS OF THE 
CONFERENCE TOOK PART: ALGERIA, ARGENTINA, AUSTRALIA, 

BRAZIL, CAMEROON, CANADA, ARAB REPUBLIC OF EGYPT, 

EUROPEAN ECONOMIC COMMUNITY, INDIA, INDONESIA, IRAN, 

IRAK, JAMAICA, JAPAN, MEXICO, NIGERIA, PAKISTAN, PERU, 

SAUDI ARABIA, SPAIN, SWEDEN, SWITZERLAND, UNITED STATES, 

VENEZUELA, YUGOSLAVIA, ZAIRE AND ZAMBIA. THE

2. THE HONORABLE ALLAN J. MACEACHEN, PC, MP, 

PRESIDENT OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL OF CANADA, AND HIS

COUNTRIES, NOTED WITH REGRET THAT MOST OP THE PROPOSALS
